— The following amendments to the bye-laws 
for regulating th : grazing of animals, made by the Cantonment Board, Jabalpur, 
tin exorcise of the powers conferred by clause (21) of section 282 and section 283 
of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), are hereby published fo r general 
information, the same having been previously published and having been 
approved and confirmed by the Central Government, as required by sub-section 
(1) of section 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

Amendments 

(a) In the said bye-laws, bye-laws 1, 2 and 3 shall be omitted and bye-laws 

4 to 13 shall be renumbered as 1 to 10 respectively. 

(b) in bye-law 1 as so renumbered for clause (1), the following shall be 

substituted, namely: — 

“(1) Grazing shall be regulated in the Cantonment by the grant of 
licences and issue of “billas” (tickets) which shall be worn by the 
animals while grazing. “Billas” (tickets) shall be issued on pay- 
ment of the actual cost incurred by the Board for getting the same 
prepared”; 

(c) in bve-law 2, as so renumbered in clause (b), the words ‘‘and, if 

without licence, shall be charged, in addition to the regular fee, a 

penalty of 50 per cent of the fee for the year” shall be omitted.
